4. EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


4.1. OVERVIEW OF THE MUNICIPALITY 


The Dannhauser municipality is located in the Amajuba District Municipality (ADM) in 
the north- western corner of the KwaZulu-Natal. The 2007 Community Survey 
(STATSSA) indicated that the population of the municipality was estimated to be 91 366 
people which is down on the 2001 census which indicated that the municipality had 
102 779 people. The urban and commercial core of the municipality is focussed on the 
erstwhile TLC of Dannhauser. Large concentrations of people and poverty are located 
north of the erstwhile TLC of Dannhauser in the tribal areas of the Buffalo Flats in the 
following four Traditional Houses: 

• Ingwe Traditional Council; 
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• Emalangeni Traditional Council; 

• Ubuhlebomzinyathi Traditional Council; and 

• Gule Traditional Council 

The Dannhauser municipality is largely rural, which like many rural communities of 
South Africa, is characterised by high rate of HIV/AIDS, and other diseases, poverty, 
unemployment, lack of business development opportunities and attraction and poor 
levels of economic development. The priority areas of the local community are to 
improve local economic development through LED programmes, skills development, 
spatial planning and land use management. 

Dannhauser Municipality is one of the Local Municipality that falls under Amajuba 
District situated in KwaZulu Natal Province. The district as a whole is facing decline in 
GGP in all sectors. The economy of the district has experienced a change from a 
dominant manufacturing base to services base. There has been some growth in the 
trade, construction and community services sectors. Although the district as a whole 
has a number of challenges due to the declining economy a lot of initiatives are 
underway to revive the economy.

4.3. MEDIUM TERM BUDGET 2012/13 TO 2014/15 
INTRODUCTION 


The purpose of the 2012/13 medium-term budget is to comply with the Municipal 
Finance Management Act (No. 56 of 2003) and is a financial plan to enable the 
municipality to achieve its vision and mission through the IDP which informs the 
Dannhauser Municipality’s five-year programme and community/stakeholder inputs. 

The tabling of the 2012/2013 budget was a statement of our commitment to the people 
of Dannhauuser, proposing a total budget of R94 million, comprising R37 138 million for 
capital and R 57 180 million operating budget. The 2013-2015 multi-term budgets posed 
many challenges and obstacles which had to be addressed and accommodated by the 
limited financial and other resources. The budget has been prepared in terms of the 
new Budget Format and Reporting Regulations. The tabling of annual budget was as a 
journey towards consultation processes with communities. 
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4.3.1 OPERATING BUDGET 

4.3. 1.1 Revenue 

The Council of Dannhauser decided to increase the tariffs by 6% due to an increase of 
service delivery in Dannhauser. The Municipality renders the following services namely; 

• Assessment Rates 

• Refuse 

The rates revenue is projected to stand at R6.4 million after the income forgone and the 
Refuse is R783 thousands in the 2012/13 financial year. The Municipality has increased 
the tariffs for building plan fees by 6% according to the MFMA Circular 58. 

Total grant allocations to fund operating budget are expected to be R50 117 million, 
being the equitable share, and capital grants amount to R18 664 million worth of grants. 
The equitable share allocation to be received from National Government increased from 
R40.6 million to R45.1 million (R45.5 million). Revenue from investments interest is 
projected at 1.2 million, being an increase of R81 thousand from the allocation of Rl.l 
million for the 2011/12 financial year. Total revenue for the 2012/13 financial year is 
estimated at R94 Million inclusive of revenue from rates assessment, refuse and 
licensing services. 

4.3.1.2 Expenditure 

4.3. 1.2.1 Employee Related Costs: R28.4 million (31% of Total Expenditure) 

Employee related been increased by 7%. In terms of the Collective Agreement on 
Wages and Salaries signed by the Local Government National Bargaining Council, 
salaries increases for 2012/13 financial year will be based on the average inflation rate 
plus 2%.The average increase in the consumer price index for the last financial year 
was estimated at 4%, hence an increase of 8% is still considered adequate, also 
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considering the fact that some of the vacant posts may be delayed to be filled in the 
2012/13 financial year. Salaries budget will therefore be increased from R19 884 to R28 
461 million (44% from adjusted budget). 

4.3. 1.2. 2 Councillor Remuneration: R4.7 million (5% of Total Expenditure) 

Expenditure of Councillor Allowances is expended to increase from R4.1 million to R4.7 
Million (R693 000). This represents an increase of 7% from the 2011/12 adjusted 
budget. 

4.3. 1.2.3 Repairs and Maintenance: R5.3 million (6% of Total Expenditure) 

Expenditure on repairs and maintenance is expected to decrease from R5.9 million to 
R5.3 million from the 2011/12 adjusted budget. This represents a decrease of 10% 

4.3. 1.2.4 General Expenses: R23.3 million (23% of the Total Expenditure) 

Other general expenses are expected to decrease from R24.4 million to R23 million. 

This represents a decrease of Rl.l million (7%). This is due mainly due to an exercise 
undertaken by the entire municipality to reduce operating expenses drastically.
